ted to pay dividends pending the ap 
pea! of the case to the United States 
supreme court. 
"It is ordered that upon the giving oi 
an approved bond to the United States

of $50,000 conditioned 
to 
prosecute their appeal with effect and 
to pay all damages which may result 
to the United States from this order, 
that portion of th“ injunction contain­ 
ed in the final decree herein which for­ 
bids 
the Northern Pacific 
Railway 
company and the Great Northern Rail 
way company, their odicers, directors, 
servants and agents from paying divi 
(lends to the Northern Securities com­ 
pany on ai omit of stock in either of 
the railway companies which the Se­ 
curities company claims to own and 
hold is suspended during the pendency 
of the appeal allowed herein this day. 
Ail other portions of the decree and oi 
the injunction it contains remain in 
force ana are unaffec ted by this order. 
In gi anting the applic ation for a 
modification of that portion of the de­ 
cree which restrained the company

Judge Sanborn sustained every point 
raised by the 
attorneys for 
the de­ 
fendant 
company.
